the coal mining business the oper- 
ators ought to have a profit of not 
less than’75 cents to $1 aton. The 


outputs of the inines of his company 
last year was 1,500,000 tons: he said. 

Assistant Attorney-General John 
T: Gose,conducting the examination 
of Kayanaugh to try to get from him 
an explanation of the great advances 
iri the price of coal since last Oc- 
tober, asked Kavanaugh if a profit 

of $1,500,000 a year on an investment 
of $1,000,000 would nc* be excessive. 
Says Hazards Are Great. 

‘Kavanaugh proceeded te enumer- 
ate the possible hazards of the coai- 

mining business, such as explosions 
which might kill many workmen, | 
and other uncertainties, © 

Kavanaugh said his company was 
a member of the Fifth and Ninth 
Districts Coal Bureau, which has 
been under investigation for several | 
days by the Attorney-General. He 
said the only reports made to the 
bureau by the members were on 
closed transactions. 

Kavanaugh also was asked to ex- 
plain why the local coal companies 
sold coal last fall f. o. b. mine at 
$1.25 a ton in St> Louis and $1.50 
a ton in Nebraska. He declared it 
cost. more to sell coal in Hobpsska 

than in St. Louis. — 

Letters showing St. Louis and Liii- 
nois coal mine operators increascdg 
tho price of voal to consumers 11.3 
cents a ton on the theory that 12 
wage increase to miners impaired 
their efficiency to that extent, were 
introduced yesterday. 

Effect of Ten Per ent Increasc. 

Attorney-General McAllister  ini- 
mediately challenged the statement 
that an increase in waegs decreascs 
the efficiency of workmen, and ex- 
tressed his astonishment that coal 
‘mine operators should impose a tax 
upon the public for any such reason. 
The incre:.se in wages to miners was 
only 10 cents a ton, which amounted 
to about 290 per cent increase in their 
daily wages. 

The letters showed the total ir- 
crease in the price of coal, added io 
consumers’ bills on account of the 
wage increase to miners, was 32.0 
cents a ton: Of this amount l11l.o 
cents was added for decreased eff1- 
clency of the miners. The letters 
showing that this amount was added 
were written by P. H. Greenlaw, 
secretary of.the Fifth and Ninth lis- 
tricts Coal Bureau, who was re- 
called to the witness stand by the 
Attorney-General for further exaim- 
ination relative to the business of 
his organization. 

- Strange Business Letter. 

Other letters were introduce’i 
showing that Greenlaw continually 
urged, by indirection, increased 
prices on coal, One of these let- 
ters dated April 9, 1917, was headed 
by the Bible quotation: “Ask and 
ye shall receive.” 

This letter, regarded by the Attor- 
ney-General as one of the most -e- 
markable business documents he had 
ever seen. continued: 

“Tt is said ‘there is more pleasure 
ir anticipation than in realization’ 
This would seem to be true from the 
Pleased expression on some opers- 
tors’ faces when they know they are 
receiving the minimum for their coal. 
They anticipate making a profit after 
awhile when the situation compels 
them to do so. There is a certain 
satisfaction possible only to @ man 
who is at the bottom. His outlook 
is entirely upward. 

“He has the definite knowledge 
that he may, by proper diligence, im- 
prove his condition. Records tell 
him that others about him are doing 
better. In the meantime, he con- 
tents himself with the knowledge 
that his margin between the cost 
end the selling price (being in red 
ink) presents a brilliant example to 
his fellows of an easy and practica- 
ble method of evading the excess | 
profits tax. 

“Those who have consistent'y 
ari:ed the public for ‘cost and a prof- 
it,” however, have found it willing to 
Tay enough to cover the above men- 
tioned tax and leave a little for per- 

' ponal use, even in dull times.”

CHINA EXPLAINS "ITS BREAK 
WITH THE CENTRAL POWERS 


Declares German Intrigues Made 

Action Necessary, Without Wait- 

ing for Parliament Convocation. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—China’s 
official explanation of the declara- 
tion of a state of war with Germany 
and Austria-Hungary, in the form 
of a statement by the foreign of- 
fice, was received at the Chinese le- 
gation here. It said: 

“In view of the many kinds of 
German intrigue seeking to create 
disorder in China the Chinese Gov- 
ernment found it impossible to wait 
for the convocation of Parliament 
before declaring the existence of the 
state of war, with Germany, espe- 
cially since the rupture of diplomat- 
is relations with the Imperial Gor- 
man Government had been previ- 
ously approved by Parliament al- 
most unanimously. 

“Austria-Hungary has all

man Imperial Government. The 
Chinese Government, therefore, was 
unable to adopt a different atti- 
tude toward Austria-Hungary.”

Trade Commission Implies It 
Expects to Fix Fuel 
hts Scale. 


MINE SEIZURE THREAT 


Gov. Lowden’s Ultimatum Brings

CHICAGO, Aug. 16.—At the con- 
ference of representatives of coul- 
producing states here today a senti- 
ment in favor of Federal control of 
coal and the price thereof develope:l 
early, as opposition to the Illirois 
plan for State control. Gov. Capper 
of Kansas and Will Hays of the In- 
diana delegation, spoke for Federa!

That the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion expects to fix coal prices and 
that the President may -appoint a 
man to enforce its mandates was the 
information contained in a telegram 
from the commission to Gov.

The Federal Trade Coin- 
mission will be charged with price 
determination and in the interests 
of public seryice we suggest that 
phase be implicated as little as pos- 
sible. The commission desires ip 
every way to co-operate with it. By 
order of the commission.

OUT NOW, SAYS LLOYD GEORGE 


Supplies of Grain Increase 16,000,000 Bushels in 
Year, Tilled Land Increases 1,000,000 Acres, 
Sugar Reserve Is Larger. 


LONDON, Aug. 16. — Premier 
Lloyd George, speaking in the House 
of Commons this afternoon, said that 
this time last year the wheat in this 
country amounted to 6,480,000 quar- 
ters (51;840,000 bushels) and that 
now it is 8,500,000 quarters (68,000,- 
vUuCG bushels). The stock of oats and 
barley, he declared, also was higher 

Lloyd George said the acreage un- 
der cultivation showed an increase 
of 1,000,000 acres. If the harvest

food supplies was very satisfactory. 
The Premier added that there had 
been an increase in the sugar re- 
serve. 

“The Government has come to the 
conclusion,” the Premier said, ‘‘that 
with reasonable economy there is 
nc chance of starving England out.

In 
the region of the Hurtebise monu- 
ment we also made progress, taking 
a score of prisoners.

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LANSING GIVES ALLIES 
HIS VIEWS ON POPE’S PLAN 


Conference Begun in Washington 
With the French and rBitish 
Diplomats. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.-The 
text of Pope Benedict’s peace note, 
received here early today in cabled 
dispatches from Lendon, _ discloses 
that it does not differ from the of- 


ficial outline previously received. 

The foundation stones of the 
Pope’s proposals for ending the 
world war are reduction of arma- 
ments, freedom of the seas, settle- 
ment of all international disputes by 
arbitration and that there shall be 
no reta.jiatory struggle for economic 
world supremacy after the war.. 

Officials, while evincing much in- 
terest, refrained from making any 
comment pending receipt of the offi- 
cial text of the Pope’s declaration. 
‘Nor would they intimate the nature 
of the reply to be sent to the Vat- 
ican, 

The text of the communication 
served to strengthen the prevalent 
opinion that there is no likelihood of 
the proposals being accepted in their 
present form. That public opinion. 
in the ullied countries insistent on a 
favorable decisive. culmination of 
hostilities will cause the offer to be 
rejected is generally conceded here. 

Secretary Lansing talked yesv.er- 
day separately with Ambassador Jus- 
serand of France and Colville Bur- 
clay, charge of the British embassy. 
in the absence of Ambassacor 
Spring-Rice. These talks may be 
regarded as preliminary to the mare 
formal exchanges expected to tale 
place among the allied Powers be- 
fore answers are returned to the Vat- 
ican proposals, and it is cnGesekoud 
they are designed to place the Fuor- 
eign Offices in London and Paris ir 
possession of the general views of 
' Secretary Lansing as a basis for thei 
own actions. Ambassador Rianw of

In anticipation of an outburst of 
peace talk at the Capitol, plans were 
made by Senate leaders, both Denio- 
cratic and Republican, to prevent 
open discussion of the subject in the 
Senate. They propose to force ex 2cu- 
tive sessions and close the doors 
upon the beginning by any Senator 
of an address bearing on peace ne- 
gotiations or the general subject of 
peace.

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ENTIRE PLAN FOR [St 
REORGANIZATION OF 
ARMY IS REVEALED 


Divisions to Be Made Up After 
European Standard; Three 
Divisions in a Corps. 


WASHINGTON, Aug.- 16.—The 
complete plan of reorganization of 
the army is disclosed in general or- 
ders made public today prescribing 
the formation for all tactical units 
from divisions to armies. The com- 
position of each division on the Euro- 
pean standard is prescribed and pro- 
vision is made for organization of all 
additional troops into training bat- 
talions of 612 men to be used in any 
way found necessary. 

Designation of divisions by num- 
ber begins with the regular army di- 
vision now in France, which*has al- 
ready been reorganized on the basis 
of 19,000 men and additional bat- 
talions of attached troops. 

That is the First Division, United 
States Army. Other regular divisions 
are numbered up to and including 
the Twenty-fifth. This does not 
mean that 25 regular divisions are 
to be created immediately, but that 
the numbers from 1 to 25, inclusive, 
have been reserved for the regulars. 

Numbcring of Other Divisions. 

National guard divisions will be 
numbered from the Twenty-sixth to 
the Seventy-fifth, inclusive. National 
army divisions will number from 76. 

Today’s order provides for the or- 
ganization of 16 national army divi- 
sions, designated from the Seventy- 
sixth to the Ninety-first, inclusive, 
and all succeeding divisions will be 
numbered in order after them. 

All divisions provided for will be 
infantry divisions, composed of divi- 
sion headquarters detachment, one 
machine gun battalion of four com- 
panies, two infantry brigades of two 
regiments and a machine gun bat- 
talion of three companies each, one 
field artillery brigade o@ three regi- 
ments.and a trench mortar battery 
each, one engineer regiment, one 
field signal battalion, one headquar- 
ters train and military police, one 
ammunition train, one engineer train 
with pontoon and searchlight sec- 
tions, one supply train and one sani- 
tary train of four field hospitals and 
four ambulance companies. 

Makcup of an Army. 

Each army corps will consist of 
an army corps headquarters force 
and three infantry divisions, supple- 
mented by necessary attached troops 
to be designated as army corps 
troops. Each army will consist of 
an army headquarters, three or more 
army corps and such additional army 
troops as may be advisable. 

The order directs that the national 
guard }-roceed to its training camps 
under its present divisional organ- 
ization. It will be reorganized at the 
camps, however, on the new divi- 
sional basis and the excess. troops 
forme‘ into training battalions with 
a Brigadier-General in command of 
the group of training battalions at 
each camp.

Feel Certain of Promotion. 

“You can’t tell what minute it 
will come,” said a young Second 
Lieutenant. “Just look at the way 
those .men were selected for France. 
Without a word of warning. I figure 
that we fellows who go back to Camp 
Funston and devote ourselves earn- 
estly to our business are going to 
learn a lot and will be almost cer- 
tain of going up a grade when the 
first training period closes.’’ 

The eagerness for promotion is a 
reflection of the spirit that has been 
inculcated into the men. It is more 
than ambition to attain a better pay- 
ing position. None mentions/ the 
salaries they expect. It is based on 
pride in their achievement in three 
months by the hardest kind of work 
of that which the most experienced 
army officers doubted could be ac- 
complished, but now approve as well 
done. Having upset expectations 
once, these future leaders of the 
new army are eager to do it again 
by forging ahead upon merit in their 
new profession. 

The new officers everywhere were 
high in their praise of the regular 
army officers who have guided them 
on their way to commissions. 

Regular Officers Trained. 

“A finer set of men wever lived,” 
was a frequent comment. 

They praised the spirit of the reg- 
ulars and many acknowledged that 
it had helped them overcome certain

“To the leaders of the Belliger- 
ent People: Since the beginning 
of our pontificate, in the hours of 
a terrible war let loose on Europe, 
we have had in view above every- 
thing three things to preserve:

“Toward the end of the first 
year of the war we addressed to 
the nations in conflict most lively 
exhortations, and more, we indi- 
cated the part to be followed to 
arrive at a stable and honorable 
peace for all. Unfortunately our 
appeal was not heard and the war 
continued desperately for another 
two years with all its horrors. It

Moral Force of Right. 

“First of all, the fundamental 
principles must be that the mate- 
rial force of arms be substituted 
by the moral force of right, from 
which shall arise a fair agrée- 
ment by all for the simuleaneous 
and recriprocal diminution of 
armaments according cto the rules 
and guarantees to be established 
in a measure necessary and suf- 
ficient for the maintenance of 
public order in each state. Then, 
in the substitution for armies, 
the institution of arbitration with 
its high pacifying function, ac- 
cording to the rules to be laid 
down and the penalties to be im- 
posed on a state which would re- 
fuse either to submit a national 
question to arbitration or to ac- 
cept its decision. 

“Once the supremacy of right 
has thus been established, all ob- 
Stacles to the means of com- 
munication of the peoples would 
disappear by assuring, by rules 
to be fixed later, the true liberty 
and community of the seas which 
would contribute to end the nu- 
merous causes of conflict and 
would also open to all new 
sources of prosperity and prog- 
ress. 

“As to the damages to be re- 
paired and as to the war ex- 
penses we see no other means of 
solying the question than by 
submitting as a general principle 
the complete and reciprocal con- 
donation, which would be justi- 
fied moreover by the immense 
benefit to be derived from dis- 
armament, so much that no one 
will understand the continuation 
of a similar carnage solely for 
reasons of an economic order. 

Restitution of Territory. 

“If for certain cases there ex- 

ist particular reasons they would 


ought to be built. They ere ofa 
nature to render impossible the 
return of similar conditions and 
to prepare a_ solution of the 
economic question so important 
for the future and for the ma- 
terial well being of all belliger- 
ent states. .

the western front by next spring. 


Gen. Castlenau believes Gen. Per- 
shing and his staff will complete 
work of organization behind the 
lines within a few months and thus 
make it possible for the United 
States to strike its first telling blow 
at the German Empire on land. 

Gen. Castlenau’s estimate is based 
on his knowledge of our men and 
their officers acquired in the visits 
he has made in the American zono 
in the last two weeks. His concep- 
tion of their fighting qualities is ex- 
pressed in superlatives, and although 
he is fully aware of the gigantic 
problem facing Gen. Pershing and 
his advisers, he has complete faith 
they will solve them all, and conse- 
quently he has full faith in the tri- 
umphant conclusion of the war. 

How the Americans Looked. 

I was privileged to meet the com- 
mander yesterday. I reminded him 
he was the first officer of his hign 
rank to see the American troops nt 
their training and asked him what he 
thought of them. 

The answer came unhesitatingly 
in the swift, clear speech which 
ruakes the Marquis de Castelnau che 
makes the Marquis de Curieres de 
Castelnau the most characteristica!- 
ly French of all the great military 
men of his country. 

“They are good soidiers now. They 
will be magnificent before long,” he 
said. “I give that as my mature 
judgment after having seen them at 
work and at play. I have taken 
nothing for granted. I have found 
them alert, energetic, intelligent, re- 
sponsive, full of initiative. They 
knew what they are doing and why. 
Their officers are splendid. They 
know how to maintain discipline 
without sacrificing democracy. In 
cealing with their men. they show 
« kind of camaraderie delightful to 
behold. \'fhe way the bodily comfort 
and spiritual welfare of the troops 
are looked after by their officers is 
most impressive.

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found them real men of war—fight- 
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ers who have .brains and use ther. 
Such men ag Gen. Pershing’and Gen. 
Sibert seem to me to exemplify all 
the best American traits as we un- 
derstand them—clear to grasp dc- 
tails, thorough familiarity with the 
task in hand, swift, sure, mental ac- 
tivity and hustle without confusion. 
’ Praises Gen. Sibert. 

“T know Gen. Pershing but slight- 
ly, having been absent from Paris 
during his stay there. Gen. Sibert, 
I.am well acquainted with, having 
had the honor of. visiting his mess 
and entertaining him at my home. 
In common with all other American 
cfficers of high rank, both possess 
that sympathetic perception so. Ccs- 
sential to leadership. 

“Another most necessary quality 
I have found in them is determina- 
tion to learn the why and where- 
fore of everything in which they 
are concerned. ‘They seek and ob- 
tain a thorough understanding of 
the details of every situation which 
may arise, as well as of its broader 
aspects.” 

I asked the General to give mé 
his opiniofi of the methods of train- 
ing the first American contingent. 

“It is an altogether novel system, 
but one which I do not think could 
be improved upon,” he responded. 
“As far as I am aware there is no 
precedent for the troops of one na- 
tion receiving instructions under 
the command of their own officers 
and at the same time under the gen- 
eral guidance of an equal number 
of experienced officers and men of 
another nation. 

‘The results already obtained 
from this exchange of knowledge— 
for our troops, too, are learning a 
great deal—fully justify our faith in 
its practicability. With the experi- 
ence we have gained at so heavy a4 
cost ever at hand, your troops will 
be able to acquire with a rapidity 
never before equaled a comprehen- 
sive education in the science of war- 
fare as it is today. That we can 
guarantee. We cannot, of course, 
guarantee to teach them war as it 
will be a year from now, or even 
six months from now. That they 
must learn for themselves in ‘mak- 
ing the world safe for democracy,’ 
as your President so nobly said. You 
have there the prime motive for 
their presence so near the field of 
battle. 

Methods Always Changing. 

“This war is in a constant state 
of changes. Not only ara we con- 
stantly solving fresh tactics andi 
fresh methods, but the Germans 
are doing the same and to keep in 
touch with the almost daily changes 
one must be within sound of the 
guns. Then by the time your future 
contingents are installed at camp 


there will be a large group of their. 


fellow-countrymen as well qualified 
to teach them as the man now as- 
sisting in that task. I believe one 
completely trained division of Amer- 
ican or French troops will be able 
to train two raw divisions at least 
as quickly as the regiments under 
Gen. Sikert’s command are being 
trained today, and that is saying a 
great deal.” 

“How about the question of build- 
ing up an organization behind the 
American front?” I inquired. 

“To me it is the most difficult 
task of all,” Gen. de Castelnau re- 
plied quickly. ‘‘But it will be solved 
and more speedily, I believe, than 
would seem possible at present. The 
remarkable progress made by your 
officers who are not West Point 
graduates—andi I am told there are 
a considerable number of them— 
gives promise of an abundance of 
excellent miaterial for officering your 
line regiments. Yeu, therefore, will 
be able to assign to staff work many 
officers whose present commands 
can be turned over safely to reserve 
officers and within a comparatively 
short time a staff capable of direct- 
ing every activity of your swiftly 
growing army will be available. 

“You may be sure our desire to 
have the American forces enter the 
lists with their lines of communi- 
cation as solidly established as are 
those of the British is as keen as 
your own. Do not be afraid, how- 
ever, that there will not, be plenty of 
time to accomplish these things. We 
are fully aware you are not magi- 
clans and that time is an essential 
factor in surmounting the huge ob- 
stacles in your path. 


“One More Year at Most.” 


“I cannot see: how Germany can 
hold out longer than the end of next 
year at most. She is not starving, 
but her shortage of raw materials is 
increasing daily and must increase 
by leaps and bounds when the ef- 
fect of the American Government’s 
measures preventing supplies reach- 
ing her through contiguous neutrals 
begins to be felt. The pressure of 
the little troubles endured by her 
people is growing stronger from day 
to day. Occasional big troubles and 
even the loss of one’s nearest and 
dearest can be borne, for time heals 
all sorrow, but the strain of the lit- 
tle troubles, discomforts and hard- 
ships weighing constantly upon the 
German people eventually must be- 
come unbearable. 


“Today their rulers are trying to 
convince them American intervention 
in the war is worthless. The fact 
is, of course, that the United States 
already is aiding the allies mightily 
and when this sinks in upon the 
Germans their cup of bitterness is 
likely to overflow.’’ 

As a final query I asked the Gen- 
eral about the morale of the French 
army.. 

“It is excellent.” he said emphatic- 
ally. “The brief period of depres- 
sion due to certain mistakes in the 
offensive of Apri! 16 has passed en- 
tirely, and the men have returned 
hopefully to the cheerful state of 
mind characteristic of the. French 
soldier. Being an old soldier, one of 
my bad habits is to wander off by 
myself now and then and talk with 
the Poilus. They always tell me the 
war is very long and very hard, and 
I always agree with them, for that 
truth cannot be denied. Then I ask 
whether, with the Boches getting 
weaker all the time and the United 
States coming in on our side, they 
think we ought to give fn and talk 


peace. 
“Certainly not,’ is the invariable 
answer. Nothing has been more re- 
assuring for the Poilu, nothing has 
made him more confident of victory 
than the presence of American troops 
on the soil of our beloved France.”

The Veiled Prophet, in the most 
stirring and patriotic of his 39 an- 


nual proclamations, issued yester- 
day, announces that he will not ap- 
pear in St. Lwuis this year. He gives 
as his reason the participation of 
the United s.rtese in the world war. 

There is no intimation that he 
fears his royal barge would be tor- 
pedoed by a st:hmarine on its way 
here from Khorissan, but there is a 
hint that presert high cost of veils 
ae 
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may have influenced his decision. 

The parade and the ball have been 
abandoned for the duration of the 
war, thus tempcrarily depriving St. 
Louis of its most glittering annual 
night pageant and its most brilliant 
indoor spectacle. For many years 
the ball was ir tne hall of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, but in recent sea- 
sons it was at the Coliseum. Each 
year the Pronliet selected a Queen 
to preside over the festivities. 

First Parade in 1878. 

The first parade and ball were in 
1878, under the direction of an or- 
ganization of prominent citizens 
whose identity was not disclosed. 

The same spirit of secrecy has 
been maintained since then. 

In his proclamation the Prophet 
says: “Conservation of kuman ener- 
gy, food, supplies and the curtail- 
ment of unnecessary expenses are 
absolutely necessary if the war is to 
be won in the near and fiot the dis- 
tant future.” 

Every other consideration must be 
put aside, hé affirms, and the whole 
energy of the people at home and in 
the field must be devoted to winning 
the war. Attention is called-to the 
fact that President Wilson has called 
upon the people to live well, but

, frugally, and to avoid those expen- 

ditures which directly or ‘ndirectiy 
}are intended for pleasurable objects, 
or for the gratification of the senses 
and do not tend toward substantial 
production of those things which the 
country needs and uses.”’ 

A note of sad _ anticipation is 
sounded in this pronouncement of 
the Prophet: 

“When news of dead and wound- 
ed American soldiers and sailors, 
who have fought our fight, may come? 
to us at any moment, it is no time 
for pageants, parades or balls.”” 

To Use Fund on Mercy Work. 

The Prophet says his organization 
will continue and for the period of 
the war it will use its funds ‘in the 
work of mercy for our stricken de- 
fenders and their families.” 

The Prophet prophesies that when 
we have won the war he will cele- 
brate that glorious event with a 
pageant and ball befitting the occa-

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TAMERICAN TROOPS |: 
IN LONDON GET A 
ROUSING WELCOME 


King Reviews Parade and Cheer- 
ing Thousands Line the 
Route. 


DEPART AFTER PARADE 


Visit to Metropolis Divides Inter- 
est With Lens Victory and 
Pope’s Proposal. 


LONDON, Aug. 16.—The parade 
of American soldiers in London di- 
vides with the new Lens battle and 
tne Pope’s peace the most promi- 
nent column in this morning’s news- 
papers. The description of the 
march and incidents fill three col- 
umns in some papers. The picture 
papers display many scenes of 
marching Americans at various 
parts of the route. 

The editorials are enthusiastic 
over “one of the most stirring spec- 


tacles of the war,” and refer to the 
“deep significance of the appearance 
of the vanguard of America’s im- 
mense army devoted to a heroic pur- 
pose.” 

“Yesterday is a day to be marked 
with a white stone in England’s and 
America’s history,” says the Morn- 
ing Post. 

Britons are not demonstrative 
and the movements of their own and 
even colonial troops through Lon- 
don during the war have not 
aroused the people, but they let 
themselves go yesterday. American 
flags were displayed everywhere on 
Government offices, business houses 
and residences and many persons 
wore American colors. 

Royalty Reviews Parade. 

King George, Queen Mary, Dow- 
ager Queen Alexandra and other 
royalties reviewed the parade in the 
court "facing Buckingham palace. 
American Ambassador Page and 
Vice Admiral Sims reviewed the pa- 
rade from the American embassy. 
The Cabinet adjourned its meeting 
to watch the Americans march 
through Whitehall. Foreign Setre- 
tary Balfour, Gen. Robertson, Chief 
of General Staff; Lord Derby, Secre- 
tary of State for War; Admiral Jel- 
licoe and Field Marshal French were 
among the many officials who sa- 
luted” the American flag from the 
balconies of Government offices. 

The guard of honor was composed 
of a detachment of one hundred 
Scots guards and the marchers were 
attended at the palace by all the fa- 
mous guard bands, English, Scotch 
and Irish. They escorted the. pa- 
rade to Trafalgar Square where 
several hundred wounced British 
soldiers had seats. This was the 
scene of the greatest demonstration. 
The contingent had breakfast. at 
Wellington Barracks and lunched at 
tables spread in Green park. 


Millions of Londoners, many of 
them waving American flags, cheerel 
themselves hoarse until the Ameri- 
cans departed. The streets from 
Forse Guards up Whitehall to Tra- 
falgar Square, Picadilly, Grosvenor 
Gardens, Buckingham Palace, Mall 
and Westminster Bridge, .~ were 
banked solidly with men, women and 
children aours before the march be- 
Zan. 

When the troops swung into 
Whitehall, a roar of cheers which 
was heard many blocks away was 
started. It continued all along the 
route. Atl traffic was stopped, win- 
dows and roofs were crowded. Per- 
sons in the throngs of spectators con- 
tinually shouted out greetings such 
as ‘‘We’re glad to see you, America,” 
and “Go get them, boys.” 

The Americans for the most part 
kept their eyes to the front. Only 
coecasionally did a man here or there 
‘ook to the right or left, grinning 
broadly or wiggling a hand in such 
se way that the officers could not see 
him. 

The greatest crowd gathered in 
front of Buckingham Palace. The 
people completely filled the broad 
plaza and overf.owed to the palace 
grounds. he King, accompanied by 
the Queen, the household staff and 
officers, took his place at the gate. 
The Americans then filed past, eyes 
left, officers at salute, while the 
bands played ana the cheering and 
waving. of flags continued. As the 
first Stars and Stripes passed the 
King and his party raised _ their 
hands in 3alute. The flag was 
dipped and the crowd roared ap- 
proval so viscrously that the King 
was forced to smile. The windows 
and roof of the nalace were crow4d- 
ed with soldiers and attendants, who 
silently waved to the Americans. 

King Salutes Each Flag. 

A slight rain fell-during the re- 
view, but mot a spectator departed. 
As each flag nassed the King saluted, 
and the enthusiasm of the crowds 
became almost uncontrollable. Men 
threw their nets into the air. Some 
of the hats were trom the heads of 
Tommiés aud colonials, such as the 
Australians and Canadians. 

After the review the Americans 
camped temporarily on the greer 
park at the rear of the palace. Thero 
they rested and had lunch. after 
which they resumed the march 
through’ the city, the earlier scenes 
being repeated. Later they departed 
from Waterloo station. 

The allied soldiers in the crowds, 
in common with other spectators 
commented on the youthfulness, sol 
dierly bearing and snappiness of the 
Americans. Regrets were heard on 
all sides that they were not permitted 
to have leave while in London, go 
that each man personally might have 
a warm welcome. 

The evening newspapers unite in 
praise of the American soldiers. The 
Standard displays on the front page 
| the jlarge headline: 

“Sons of the Pilgrims.Back.jn Lon- 
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| aon,” under which it says: 

“Lean, lithe, straight-backed, sal- 
low, thin-lipped, set-jawed, they im- 
pressed everybody as doers rather 
than dreamers, men of féw words, 
who look you straight in the eye, 
take your measure at a glance, give 
you their opinion in a rough epigram 
and then get to business. They are 
a distinct set, men of a definite type. 
Not Canadian, not Australian, not 
New Zealander, but in the snap of 
the eye and the expression of tho 
mouth, something distinctly United 
States.” 

Comment by Westminster Gazette. 

The Westminster Gazette observes: 
‘Not since the war broke out have 
there been such manifestations of 
enthusiasm, such density of crowds. 


PG ALLL A LLL ELL, ALLE LLL" DEALERS? 


The processions brought home vivid-| 
ly to London the fact that we have a 
great new aily, and London celebrat- 
ed that recognition with a demon- 
stration of unusually vivacious re- 
sponsiveness.”’ 

The Pall Mall Gazette says the 
procession “‘is a visible sign that th» 
Old World and the New are one, that 
the civilization of the West knows 
no geographical barriers, that hence- 
forward all that touches our libertie.: 
will be a matter of concern for us 
all.” 

Just before the Americans left 
London taxicabs filled with old men 
fell in behind the procession. They 
bore big banners inscribed ‘‘London 
Division U. S. Civil War Veterans.” 
The veterans stood up in the cabs

but the fact was kept quiet until it 
was announced through the news- 
papers. The feeding of the Ameri- 
cans in London, breakfast and lunch- 
eon, was undertaken by the War Of- 
fice through the Navy and Army 
Canteen Board. The arrangements 
met with the approval of the per- 
sons chiefly concerned, the troops. 
Lunch Served in Fashionable Park.

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—Barney 
Rernard and Alexander Carr, as Abe 
Potash and Mawruss Perlmutter, are 
something like Lew Fields and Joe 
Weber.

and 155,873 gallons, valued at $122,340, for 
1916. The origin of the beer imports into 
this country for the fiscal year ended 
March 31, 1916, was: 83,639 gallons from 
the United Kingdom, 13,335 gallons from 
British dependencies, 77,942 gallons from 
Denmark, 10,250 gallons from Holland, 
11,762 gallons from Netherland India, 
5797 gallons from China, 2010 gallons from 
Japan, and 1138 gallons from all other 
countries.

1S. TROOPS IN 
REVIEW. IMPRESS 
MAI-GEN. SIBERT 


Men of His Command in France 
Surprise Those Who See 
Them. 


By Associated Press. 

AMELICAN FIELD HEADQUAR- 
|. TERS IN FRANCE, Aug. 16.—The 
review yesterday by Major-General 
William L. Sibert of all the troops 
of his command in training for the 
trenches afforded a military specta- 
cle of international significance and 
historic import. It was the first 
time that the troops of this particu- 
lar unit of the American army in 
France had been assembled in its 
entirety and the display was deeply 
impressive. ‘ 

There have been views of Amer- 
ican troops in foreign lands—in the 
Philippines, Cuba, Guam and Pan- 
ama—pbut there seemed to be an en- 
tirely rew meaning to the sturdy 
tramp of the men of America in 
France today. One saw in them the 
symbol of their country’s new ad- 
venture. 

“They made me feel very proud,’ 
declared Major-General Sibert last 
night, echoing the sentiment of an 
enthusiastic handful of Americans 
who were permitted to see the mili- 
tary display. 

The setting for the review, one of 
rare beauty, was upon a broad and 
somewhat rocky plateau in the roll- 
ing fields of France rippling away ir 
every direction, all green and brown 
with glowing crops and ripening 
grains. Picturesque French villages, 
white walled and red roofed, snug- 
gled arid the trees of matchless val- 
leys. Occasionally the valleys were 
bathed in sunshine and again wer? 
hidden in the gray mist of rain. 

At one time during the review 4a 


rainstorm broke, but it was only of 
brief duration, and there was not a 
falter in any part of the line. 

Bombs Add Realism. 

There is an officers’ bombing 
school near the point where the re- 
view was held, and throughout the 
time the troops were assembling and 
marching by, loud explosions of 
hand grenades gave a touch of war 
reality to the picture. 

The new army regiments are 
modeled on the European standard, 
quite different from the old. Ameri- 
can regiments and when on. the 
march yesterday in column of squads 
the line seemed to stretch an inter- 
minable distance along beautifully 
paved French roads lined with giant 
trees. As the Americans passed 
through villages to the reviewing 
field, French peasant folk gazed at 
them in admiration. The French 
who have been in training camps and 
battalions of the American army 
were surprised, and it can be truth- 
fully stated that there was a dis- 
tinct pause of surprise and admira- 
tion on the part of Major-General 
Sibert. | 

Frenchmen Enthusiastic. 

Attached to Gen. Siberts staff 
were half a dozen French officers, 
including the General of a famous 
division, all of whom were enthusi- 
astic in their praise of the spectacle. 
The reviewing ground was staked 
out with American flags and when 
Gen. Sibert had taken up his posi- 
tion the army began to move. The 
maneuvers by which it broke frorn 
regimental fronts into lines of pla- 
toon arranged by companies and 
battalions would have done credit to 
soldiers with years of training. 

It was the first time an American 
army had passed in review under i's 
new organization and the display 
was a most imposing one. Marching 
in line of platoons means moving 
forward with four platoons abroist, 
each platoon being formed in col- 
umns of squads. At the head of each: 
regiment was a band playing rcpgi- 
mental marches, one of which, called 
“Happy Heinie,” had aéeé distinct 
smattering of Teutonic tones. 

An amusing incident was the first 
appearance in line of new machire 
guns carried on small carts instead of 
pack mules as formerly. Each cart is 
drawn by a mule and driven by a 
soldier. The latter had a short but 
extremely hard time training tlhe 
mules. These little French vehicle 
mules, being used to working in dcu- 
ble, protested against single harness, 
and during the past week  strav 
mules have been encountered hero 
and there about the camp with bits 
of carts and harness hanging about 
their necks.

Advance Followed All Night 
Assault by the British 
artillery. 


.

BRITISH FRONT, IN FRANCE 
AND BELGIUM, Aug. 16.—The Brit- 
ish and Germans late ‘yesterday were 
at close grips in a bitter battle in 
the western part of the city of Lens 
itself, following a brilliant advance 
made by the Canadians in the early 
morning, when they captured the re- 
doubtable. Hill 70 and swept on 
northwest of Lens. In the first stage 
of their offensive the Canadians met 
comparatively small opposition, but 
as they advanced into the envjrons 
of the mining city, the Germans stiff- 
ened their defense und began to of- 
fer determined resistance. 

The attack began at 4:25 a. m. yes- 
terday, just as the first gray streaks 
of dawn were appearing. All night 
the British guns had been pouring 
a steady stream of high explosive 
shells into the German positions, 
great detonations overlapping one 
another like the rapid crackling otf 
machine gunfire and swelling into a 
mighty volume of thunder which 
shook the earth and stunned the 
scnses. 

Then, a short time before the hour 
of the offensive arrived, the batteries 
abruptly ceased and a strange, @!]- 
most oppressive, stillness, fraught 
with the portending cataclysm which 
must follow, crept over the country 
which until then had been an infer- 
no of death. It had been raining 
ano gray clouds still hung low over 
the trenches where crouched the Ca- 
radian infantrymen waiting eagerly 
foi the arrival of the moment whicn

Some fruits, such as peaches, pears 
and sweet apples, do not make goud 
jellies because they contain an in- 
sufficient amount of acid. In this 
cuse add lemon juice or, better, the 
crystal of citric actd, until the jufce 
is about as acid as good tart applen. 
Stir to be sure that all crystals are 
dissolved. 

The juice should be cooked about 
half the time required to cook the 
jelly before the sugar is added ‘i‘he 
sugar-should be heated in order not 
t» stop the cooking of the juice. 

‘The juice should be well skimmet 
before the sugar is added, for if it 's 
skimmed afterward much of the sug- 
er is lost. 

Cook until it jells, or, if you have 
a thermometer, until the solution 
boils at 216 degrees F. If jelly is 
cooked too long it becomes a candy.

Failed to Get Answer. 


“Hoppe was willing and anxious 
to play. I went to New York in an 
‘effort to line up the match, but I 
failed to hear favorably from De Oro. 
Five weeks later, upon my return to 
St. Louis I received a letter from 
T. A. Dwyer, who is treasurer of the 
Brunswick-Balke-Collender Co., in 
New York. I quote from Mr. 
Dwyer’s letter: 

“‘Mr. De Oro, in my opinion, did 
a very foolish thing in allowing the 
match to fall through, as, win or 
lose, it would have netted him a nice 
sum of monéy.’ ”’ 

“Doesn’t that -prove conclusively 
that De Oro doesn’t want any of 
Hoppe’s game? . Now mark what 
has happened. When De Oro finds

Hearing nothing from him for 
five weeks, naturally I began ar- 
rangements for the tour and now I 
cannot violate contracts to give De 
Oro something he failed to take on 
first offer. 


What Hoppe Will Do. 


“It’s my opinion that he is taking 
another run-out powder, because he 
has waited until he knows we are 
signed for a tour, then he says he's 
willing to qaccept. Plainly, this is 
what we will do: We will let De 
Oro have the match providing he 
will give us the same guarantee we 
are giving him, $3000, and we’ll bac« 
this up by saying that. he can name 
his own side bet. The match, how- 
ever, cannot be played until after 
next April, as Hoppe will not break 
exhibition contracts that were mad2 
in good faith.” 

Benjamin further asserts that ifn 

case the match is played he will have 
nothing to do with it. His reason

er’s letter, are that he expects both 
s:des to put up $1500 to bind che 
first match and $500 to clinch the 
second.

“So completely had Wall street ap- 
parently dismissed the Vatican peace 
proposals as an important factor in 
the situation that today the only 
explanation offered; either for the 
early dullness on the Stock Exchange 
or for the later declines, was un- 
certainty over the prices to be fixed 


for war material. 


“Comment on this morning’s pub- 
lished text of the Pope’s suggestions 
was generally to the effect that the 
official language was more vague 
and less satisfactory than the outline 
of it previously cabled; also that the 
absence even of any newspaper com- 
ment from the German or Austrian 
newspapers was curious. But as a 
factor in the market the peace note 


seemed to be laid aside entirely. 
Steel Shares Are Weak. 


“The declines which occurred at 
intervals throughout the day were 
- mostly in a group of the steel mar- 
ufacturing shares and those of the 
War orcer companies. They result- 
ed, as heretofore, from purely spec- 
ulative selling, on the theory that the 
prices fixed by the Government 
boards might be so low as to cut 
heavily into profits, or else that som2- 
real holder might be scared into sell- 
ing through expectation ot such ac- 
tion. Thus far such experiments by 
professional operators have ied to 
nothing but temporary declines, fol- 
lowed by inactivity and then by re- 
covery under repurchases by the 


Speculative sellers. 


“The one impressive fact about 
the whole market is the continuec 
absence of any visible sign of dismay 
by the investing public. This is a 
negative sidelight on the situation, 
but certainly an important one, 
when surrounding circumstances are 
such as might easily have led to 
great uneasiness, if confidence in the 
financial position generally had been 


impaired. 


“There is an undeniable undertone 
of belief that the price-fixing boars 
will act fairly and broad-mindedly, 
even if the expectations which were 
entertaired regarding profits when 
the industrial stocks were at their 
high lovel in January or May will 


have to be revised. 


“The iron Age points out that all 
records for iron and steel exports 
were surpassed in June, when 643,- 
763 tons went out. as against a pre- 
vious June maximum of 527,542; 
and, in the fiscal year, when they 
were 6,585,543 tons, as against 4,- 


862,154 in the year preceding. 
Sugar Market Excited. 


“There was little news with a 
bearing on the situation. The re- 
quest of the Food Control Board 
thet dealing in sugar futures on the 
exchanges be suspended was recog- 
nition of disorganization in another 
trade through war-time influences. 
The price for deliveries in later 
months has risen 25 per cent since 
this country went to war, and nearly 
50 per cent since the beginning of 


the year.

“A gain of $1,200,000 gold in the 
past week, reported by the Bank of
